OF THE SHADE TREE COMMISSION 
MITTEO TO THE COUNCIL 


Review of the work thst the Com* 
mlMloa Hoe Done — Proepeotloo of 
What It Want* to do — A Strong 
Plea for Foods. 


Shade Tree Commissioners Charles 
A Himgerford, Walter Ellor and John 
A. R ass bach submitted the second an¬ 
nual report of the commission to the 
Town Council Monday night. 

The report is as follows: 

“The work of the Shade Tree Com¬ 
mission for the year 1911 has been quite 
/ limited in many respects, due to the lack 
of funds to execute the plans made by 
the commission at the beginning of the 
year. 

“The elm-leaf beetle continued its 
work of destruction among our elm 
trees during the past year, and on ac¬ 
count of our lack of facilities for light¬ 
ing the pest in an efficient manner, the 
commission engaged the services of ex¬ 
pert sprayers to spray our trees, and in 
all 692 trees were treated, and with very 
satisfactory results. 

"The greater part of our elms were 
preserved in foliage and thus saved, 
whereas in the absence of thorough and 
efficient treatment a large number of our 
old and beautiful elms would have 
necessarily succumbed to the ravages 
of this terrible insect, and the fatality 
would have been widespread throughout 
tne town. 

“It is only by most persistent effort 
that any of our elm trees can possibly 
be preserved, and even now quite a 
large number of our largest and oldest 
elms have already been destroyed, owing 
to the severe attacks of the beetle in 
previous years, when no adequate treat¬ 
ment was given them, and consequently 
their vitality was reduced so low as to 
render all remedial measures ineffectual, 
and the death of the trees the only pos¬ 
sible result. 

^ “Unfortunately there still remain 
•quite a large number of elms that are 
in a very precarious condition, and 
doubtless in many cases the trees cannot 
be saved. ' : ‘ 

“This is a most serious situation and 
nothing but the most prompt and ef¬ 
ficient treatment at the proper time will 
• save our remaining elm trees, a fact 
that we believe is not generally ap¬ 
preciated or realized among our people. 
It is the intention of this commission to 
make use of the most effectual means 
for the preservation of our elms during 
the approaching season, and we request 
your oo-operation and support for she 
..accomplishment oi this purpose*-- 
“It must be boriie m mind that this 
•commission only has jurisdiction over 
.street trees, and cannot look after the 
many elm trees on private property 
which should be treated, and this com¬ 
mission urges upon the owners of,elm 
trees on private property to see to it, 
■that such trees are properly sprayed and 
treated as soon as possible after the 
leaves are fully developed in the spring 
time, which time varies anywhere from 
the 10th to the 15th of May. It is 
practically useless to spray the elm trees 
before the leaves are fully developed 
-or after the latter part of June. 

“This commission wiU render all the 
assistance possible to aU owners of 
private elms, and request that they be 
•called upon with the utmost freedom for 
such means and assistance as may be at 
their disposal, and thus by the heartiest 
-co-operation,, we may hope to exercise 
the greatest possible control over this 
great pest and preserve to the town 
the greatest number possible of our re¬ 
maning elm rees. The commission have 
planted during the past year the fol¬ 
lowing trees: Norway maples—Wat- 
sessing avenue, 32; Walnut street, 64; 
AValnuflenrace, 15; Stockton street, as:; 
Spruce street, 2; Broad street, 1; Mor¬ 
ton street, 1; Benson street, 2; total, 139. 
European lindens—Spruce street, 53. 
-Ginkgos—Spruce street, 5; Porter place, 
74; Oakland avenue. 3; Fremont street, 
.3; Park street, 1. American elm— 
Franklin street, r; making a total of 
£20 trees planted during the year.* 
“Thirty-seven trees were furnished for 
private planting, making a grand total 
of 357 trees planted. 

“In addition to the spraying of the 
elm trees, there have been sprayed and 
treated 231 maple trees for various 
forms of attack upon them, involving an 
expense of $59-79- 

“The commission has trimmed during 
the year 9 elms, 260 maples, 4 willows 
and 6 poplars, involving an expmse of 
$88, and has issued permits to private 
parties to trim 33 trees. 

“The commission has removed eight 
dead maple trees from Montgomery 
street and two dead elms from the 
Green and has issced eight permits to 
private parties for the removal of 
dead trees and twenty permits 
where it has been necessary to remove 
trees interfering with grades or side¬ 
walks. t 

“In this connection the commission 
desires to say that there are many trees 
standing that have died from one cause 
or another and are a great menace to 
-the lives adn limbs of passers-by, and 
which are in urgent need of removal. 
These trees are scattered throughout a 
great many of our streets, and the 
position of the Shade Tree Commission 


SUB- stands ready, at any time, to perform 
this work if your honorable body so 
desires and will furnish the necessary 
means in the way of an appropriation 
of funds for this purpose 

“Our public park has been maintained 
in good order throughout the season at 
an expense of $294.60/ 

"Leaving aside the several real estate 
developments that are in progress in 
various parts of the town, where a large 
number of trees are wanted, the con> 
missioners have made a canvass of the 
town and find that about 550 trees 
should be planted throughout the 
various streets, and we are very de>- 
sirous of doing this work, and making 
the streets complete with shade trees 
as quickly as it may be practically 
done. 

“While the cost of these plantings 
would, in the first place be charged to 
various property owners, and it would 
eventually cost the town nothing, it is 
necessary for the town to advance the 
funds required for purchase and plant¬ 
ing of trees, and the amount in each in¬ 
dividual case would be paid by the 
property owner to the collector of taxes 
and assessments, and returned to the 
commission, to be used year after yea* 
for this work, as provided by the 
Shade Tree Commission Law and the 
commission desires to be placed in a 
position where a certain amount of this 
work can be done each year until it id 
all accomplished. 

“The same applies to the trimming and 
general care of the street trees. PraH 
tically all over the town , the street 
trees contain a large amount of deacj 
wood, which for the benefit of the tree 
requires removing, and while it is nol 
practicable on account of the expense 
involved to do all of this work in on 
year, we recommend to*ycmr honorabl 
body that a certain sum be appropriated 
each year for the rimming of trees, sq 
that eventually our street trees may bq 
brought up to as high a standard of per¬ 
fection as possible. 

“Most towns in our ‘locality havej 
taken advantage of the State lawi 
creating Shade Tree Commissions and! 
are doing excellent work in preserving 
to their respective municipalities the} 
most valuable property for their people^ 
as represented by the street shade trees^ 
and are constantly enlarging the work; 
and extending the lines of shade trees* 
by new plantings, which can only resultl 
in large benefits in the way of increased, 
value of property and greatly add to the 
beauty, comfort and healthfulness of the 
town. 

While there ris no expense 
the town by the Shade Tfee 

mission as such, it must be understood* 
that the work and value of the Shade 
Tree Commission will always be 
limited to the amount of funds avail¬ 
able to the commission for the prose¬ 
cution of its wprk, and the expense in 
volved is in no case greater than woul 
be necessary under the old form of doingj 
this work hg committees from the Com¬ 
mon Council, as the Shade Tree Com¬ 
mission simply removes this burden- 
from the councilmen; and .in order tq 
be effective it must at all times have 
the support and hearty co-operation of- 
the tdwn authorities.” 

The commission’s receipts during the 
year were $1,903.62 and expenditures 
$1,638.39, leaving a balance of $265.23.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Held » Heg-ulur Meeting Monday 
Night -Grant* T. I. A. Request for 
Use of 8ohool Halls — Other Dual* 
news Transacted. 


The Board of Education held a regular 
meeting Monday night at which action 
was taken in several important matters 
pertaining to the schools. 

The board opened its session with a 
hearing for members of the school ext 
tension committee appointed by th4 
Town Improvement Association, and 
voted that the school building committed 
be empowered to permit the extension 
committee of the association to hold twp 
meetings in some one of the schools this 
month. 

Charles W. Martin, chairman of the 
building committee, reported on opening 
the schools for the purposes of the asso¬ 
ciation, and Mrs. E. Thornton Ricf, 
chairman of the exension committee aj>- 
pointed by the association, responded tv 
the call for a statement regarding the 
extension plans and what the association; 
desired of the board. 

Mrs. Rice said there was need for 
means of bettering the social condition 
among the young folk of the town, and 
a crying need for means for uplifting 
boys in Bloomfield. 

“The conditions among the boys are 
deplorable,” Mrs. Rice declared. 

The extension committee will meet the 
school building committee March 13, 
when there will be a conference of the 
two committees to determine what kind 
of social meetings shall be held in one 
of the school buildings on two. Un¬ 
named dates this month. 

Mrs. Rice had told the board that the 
association’s plans for social betterment 
include the organization of cooking, 
sewing and singing classes. But fore¬ 
most among the aims of the association 
is that of forming classes for young 
men and boys, said Mrs. Rice, that they 
may have proper places to go evenirtgs. 
Her request was for the use of One 
school building to start with. 

She is to direct the proposed so¬ 
cial ork unless a paid director is £ 
ployed, Mrs. Rice added, and with hf 
ers she will be present at all meetn; 
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After the hearing; the board listened 
to a petition from teachers asking fort in¬ 
creases of salary for the coming year. 
Teachers who had jerved the town for 
several years complained of receiving a 
“raise” smaller than that given to t$ose 
who had served but; a short time. The 
petition was referred to the instruction 
>mm|ttee.

Ornamental Lamp-Post ft»r the Cen¬ 
tre Ordered — Frogrwa Report on 
Purcbaae of Fire Horaee — Centre 
Improvements Discussed. 


The first business transacted at the 
regular meeting of the Town Council 
Monday night was the opening of bids 
for supplying broken stone lor road 
repairs. Only two bids were received, 
tnat of the Eagle Rock Quarry Com¬ 
pany, stating a price of $1.65 per gross 
ton, and that of the Osborne-Marsellis 
Company, whose price was $1.70 per 
gross ton. The bids' were referred 
to the Road Committee for investigation 
and report. 

No objections were made to the final 
report of the Board of Assessors in 
the matter of James street opening and 
widening and the report was referred 
to the collector to send out the assess¬ 
ment bills. No objections were made 
to the preliminary report of the Board 
of Assessors in the matter of opening 
and widening of Hoffman boulevard,' 
and the work was ordered to be pro¬ 
ceeded with. 

Objections were filed against the reso¬ 
lution for concrete curb and sidewalk 
in Cottage place, by property owners 
representing 210 lineal feet of the 650 
feet of property included in the im¬ 
provement. The objection not being 
sufficient to defeat the improvement 
the ordinance committee was directed 
to have the usual ordinance prepared. 

Mr. Unangst of the building com¬ 
mittee, submitted the report of Build¬ 
ing Inspector George M. Cadmus for 
the month of February showing permits 
granted for 12 new buildings and altera¬ 
tions to four old ones, and the total 
cost of the work $59,720, and $58 col¬ 
lected in fines. Mayor Hauser asked 
Mr. Unangst what progress had been 
made towards the removal of the di¬ 
lapidated building on the west side of 
Bloomfield avenue, near Orange street 
The owner, Mr. Unangst sdid, had) 
promised to have the building torn 
down before this time, and he proposed 
m_ to get after him again in regard to it. 

For the fire committee, Mr. Unangust 
reported progress in the the matter of 
securing horses for fire department use. 
It is likely # that a satisfactory arrange¬ 
ment will be made with Thomas H. 
Decker for horses for the Central Fire 
House apparatus, and it is expected 
that the purchase of a horse for Ex¬ 
celsior Company will be consummated 
next week. The purchase of a horse 
for fire department use was no light 
and trifling matter, Mr. Unangst said 
I Mayor Hauser stated that the mem¬ 
bers of i 

aSfccd the Bbard of Education for per¬ 
mission to use the old school house in 
Brookdale for fire-house purposes. The 
Board of Education had intimated that 
if the request was made, through the 
Town Council it would be more likely 
to be favorably acted upon, and at 
the suggestion of the mayor the clerk 
was instructed to write to the Board of 
Education and, in the name of the 
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pany’s horse. 

An invitation to the mayor and the 
members of the council to attend the 
annual meeting of tbe State Charities 
Association, to be held in East Orange, 
was read by the clerk and ordered 
acknowledged. 

Chief of Police Collins reported $35 
collected in fines and 15 arrests made 
during the month of February. 

Mayor Hauser requested the sub¬ 
committees to submit their statements 
for the annual report as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Mr. Murray replied that some 
of the committees were waiting for the 
auditors’ report before they could make 
a statement. 

The ordinance for the extension of 
water mains, which has been before the 
council for a long time was withdrawn 
Monday night and a new ordinance pre¬ 
sented, which provides for additional 
mains in streets at the Centre. 

On motion of Mr. Albinson the or¬ 
dinance extending the fire limits was 
referred for a conference. 

The Bloomfield avenue curbing or¬ 
dinance and the Mechanic street open¬ 
ing were again deferred for another 
month. 

Reports from the Board of Assessors 
on the following improvements, were 
received: Ashland avenue, blue stone 
walk; Oak street, sewer; Bloomfield 
avenue, concrete walk; James street, 
concrete curb; East Passaic avenue, 
opening. Willow street opening and 
Clearfield avenue concrete curb and 
gutter. April 1 was fixed as the date 
for a hearing on all of the above re¬ 
ports.

Resolved, that permission be given to 
the property owners on the east aid* 
of said Broad street, between Bloom¬ 
field avenue and Franklin street, to 
erect any building improvement or make 
any alterations to existing buildmga, 
to a line on said sidewalk that shall be 
as far beyond the line of the respective 
properties as the columns and steps of 
said savings bank are beyond the build¬ 
ing adjoining the same on the south. 

Resolved, that the line of Broad street 
should be established pcrmanerUy at 
the line to which the Bloomfield Sav¬ 
ings Bank have built columns and strpe 
and to which permission has been gives, 
to other property owners to come with 
improvements or alterations, and to 
that end the ordinance committee be 
instructed to prepare an ordinance to 
establishing said line.

have been accorded to the bank. It 
cannot be conceived, he said, that the 
council would hold it was just and 
fair to give a privilege to one property 
owner, like that accorded to the bank, 
and refuse the same rights to othera. 
Judge Skinner claimed that the council 
had no right to grant a special 
privilege to the hank. 

There was no question, he said, bat 
what the bank was beyond its property 
line, and that the council was wrong 
in giving the bank that privilege. It 
was an encroachment upon public right* 
and as such amendable to the law and it 
was also obvious that it was an in¬ 
dictable offense. 

Injured property owners also had a 
possible remedy, he said, by recourse to 
tbe Court of Chancery. 

A banking corporation had no larger 
claims to official considerations, he said, 
than any other property owner. The 
law recognized no difference. 

It must have been contemplated. 
Judge Skinner said, that when the time 
came for others to make improvement* 
they would be given the same privilege 
as the bank, as a matter of fairness to 
all and not a special privilege to ooe. 

The proper solution of the situation, 
was to make the bank line the building 
line for that part of Broad street 
named in the resolution, and that would 
remove all doubt about the building 
line and be fair to all the other property 
owners, and he suggested that the 
council enact the ordinance as set forth 
in tbe resolution and said that the es¬ 
tablishment of the building line would 
make no difference in the width of the f 
sidewalk as it would be of a 
width with that in front * of the 
along the entire block.
